I have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Buckley  Urban  District 
for  the  Year  1950* 

Vital  Statistical  Tables  show  important 
changes  i.e.  The  population  figure  is  the  home  population 
(which  includes  Members  of  the  Armed  Forces  stationed  in 
the  area) . The  figure  too  for  Deaths  includes  those 
Members  of  the  Armed  Forces  who  were  stationed  in  the  area. 
In  addition  an  area  comparability  factor  for  births  and 
deaths,  allowing  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the 
population  in  different  areas  is  given  and  is  used  for 
comparing  birth  rates  and  death  rates  with  those  of  other 
areas. 


It  will  be  noted  too  that  deaths  are 
classified  under  the  36  headings  based  on  the  abbreviated 
list  of  the  International  Statistical  Classification  of 
Diseases,  Injuries  and  Causes  of  Death,  1948. 


The  estimated  mid  year  population  is  7, $75? 
an  increase  of  53  since  1949= 


The  total  number  of  births  was  127,  10  less 
than  in  1949.  The  birth  rate  being  16.67  per  1,000  home 
population  as  compared  with  17=97  in  1949 » For  Births  the 
comparability  factor  is  l#Oc4so  that  the  rate  of  lo. 67  is 
unaltered  for  comparison  with  other  areas.  The  birth  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  being  15=8  per  1,000  home  population. 


The  total  deaths  have  risen  from  78  in  1949 
to  91  in  1950,  so  that  the  Death  Rate  per  1,000  of  the  home 
population  has  risen  from  9=97  in  1949  to  11. 98  in  1950, 
whilst  the  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  11.6  per 
1,000  of  the  home  population  in  K150. 


After  application  of  the  comparability 
factor  for  deaths  of  1,03,  the  death  rate  is  12. 34  for 
comparison  with  rates  in  other  areas. 


I am  very  pleased  to  report  that  for  the 
second  year  in  succession  there  were  no  deaths  in  Infants 
under  1 year  of  ago,  so  that  THE  INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATE 
FOR  1950  IS  NIL.  The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  England 
and  Vales  in  1950  is  29=8  per  1,000  live  births. 


The  principal  cause  of  death  was  disease  of 
the  heart  and  circulating  system,  which  accounted  for  47  of 
the  91  deaths  during  the  year,  so  th.t  51=8  % of  all  deaths 
occurred  in  this  group  of  diseases  ( 17  -•  21  inclusive  in 
the  Table  - Causes  of  Deaths.) 

Cancer  was  responsible  for  14  deaths, which 
is  15.4  of  all  deaths. 

There  were  4 deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  an 
increase  of  2 over  the  figure  for  1949,  giving  a rate  of 
O.52  per  1,000  home  population  as  compared  with  0.  rate  of 
O.36  for  England  and  Wales.
